XEW ORI.F3ANS, La., January 15. — Pa- 
rader, which had fipured in two previous los- 
ing iwrforniantT.**, \v;is installed an over- 
whelminp favorite in today’s feature race, a 
mile and a sixteentli handicap, in which he 
was asked to concede weight to all the other 
starters, but he w.as equal to it. although 
giving his suppi rlers considerable alarm 
during the hist sixteenth, where he was 
driving hard to outstay American Boy, which 
had begun a menacing challenge when an 
eighth out and \va.s pressing Paradcr in 
threatening style. Pool only succeeding in 
keeping the Pendergast representative in the 
lead by a margin of a neck. The lightly 
weighted Colando set the pace in the early 
running, with Parader in close pursuit. The 
leader gave way when reaching the stretch, 
but held on long enough to land in third 
place. 

Bracing weather was the mle this after- 
noon, making for more comfort than on 
previous days in the last ten, when summer 
heat was the order. A surprisingly large 
Monday attendance witnessed the racing and 
had considerably the best of their speculative 
tilt with the fifty-tl'.ree layers that quoted 
odds during the afternoon. 

The racing was again spirited, several of 
the finishes eliciting considerable excitement. 

PKIXCK Til TII FAILS. 

The defeat of Prince Til Tii, a well-backed 
favorite, was the outstanding disappointment 
of the afternoon. The colt was best, but 
sluggish racing during the early running 
proved fatal and he was unable to overcome 
the lead that lloseatc II. stole on him in the 
stretch under a careful ride by Pool. The 
latter, with Smallwood, carried off riding 
honors during the day, each with a pair of 
victories. 

W. I'aniels’ Aunt Jane broke out of the 
maiden lanks with a victory over some 
well thought of two-year-olds that made 
the contest in the three-eighths scramble 
opening the day's proceedings. Idle Thoughts 
was the favored one here, showed the most 
speed and appeared the winner when a 
sixteenth out, but Aunt Jane, finishing fast 
and gamely, overh.auled tlie B. J. Brannon 
f’lly right at the end. Lee Adrin, an out- 
sider. finished in third place. 

Youneed. which figured in a runaway and 
a collision last Saturday, was taken liberties 
with by the layers in the second race, but 
he proved he was much the vest and led 
the twelve other ordinary ones home in 
easy style, witli Fast Trial second and Ora- 
leggo third. 

C’amouflage. supposed to be at a disad- 
vantage on a fast track, surprised by leading 
for the entire distance in the third race and 
beating Iloyal Charlie home by a close mar- 
gin in the third race. May Bodine finished 
in third place. 

SUPF.RBUM IN LAST STRIDF.. 

Superbum. seemingly hopelessly out of any 
chance during the early running, came with 
a rush through the stretch in the si.xth race 
and snab’hcd the purse from Beach Beauty 
when that racer seemed to have the race 
won. 

The concluding race fell to Huonec, which 
again raced in impressive style and’ out- 
stayed the fast coming Hickory, with Ber- 
mont in third place. 

Joseph A. Murphy assumed his place in the 
stewards’ stand this afternoon, having re- 
turned from Henderson, Ky., this morning. 

Joseph M. Murphy, the well-known east- 
ern operator, departed tonight for Palm 
Beach, where he will make an indefinite 
stay. 

Due to a slump in attendance and a pros- 
pect of the Fair Clrounds financial returns 
not coming up to exiiectations and a desire 
to refrain from throwing the asso*-iation into 
more debt, two of the four |5,000 handicaps 
announced for this meeting will be declared 
otL This Is with the consent of the repre- 
sentatives of the Thoroughbred Horse A^o- 
ciation. 

J. W. Bean was an arrival from Washing- 
ton to make an indefinite stay here. David 
Gideon wa.s al.so among the newcomers, 

W. A. Fhe.a wa.s given a rehearing this 
morning and the stewards still have tlie mat- 
ter under advisement. 

Much Intere.st is being manifested in the 
announced revival of the Louisiana Derby 
and horsemen hero with promising three- 
year-ohls in their stables are planning to 
point them for that valuable race. There 
are a sufficient number of good horss of 
that age quartered at the Fair Grounds to 
assure success.

EXPLAINS BEDWELL ACTION 



Maryland Racing Commission 
Statement in Regard to Grant- 
ing of License to Trainer. 



B.\LTIMORE. Md., January 15. — In con- 
nection with the is.'uiance of a training li- 
cense to 11. Guy Bedwell the Maryland Rac- 
ing Commission has issued the following 
statement: 

Among the licenses granted by the 
commission was a trainer’s license to 
H. Guy Bedwell and iii connection with 
the granting of this license it will be 
remembered that his license to train was 
revoked by the commis.sion in 1921 for 
conduct prejudicial to the best interests 
of racing, but not in our judgment of a 
fraudulent character. 

Filed with his application is a letter 
to the commission in which he expresses 
regret for any past actions on his part 
in connection with the case of jockey 
Carroll H. Shilling and stating that: “I 

realize that the best interest of the turf 
requires control and regulation by those 
in authority and it is my intentoin and 
desire to support and co-operate with 
turf authorities in all juri.sdictions and 
to observe all rules and regulations laid 
down by them.” 

Believing that he is sincere in this 
statement, which is further confirmed by 
his satisfactory conduct during the past 
year, and feeling that he lias been suffi- 
ciently punished, we have granted him a 
license for the coming racing season and 
feel confident that our decision in the 
matter will be accepted without question 
and acquiesced in by ail of tlie associa- 
tions conducting racing in Muiyland.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., January 15.— Just 
as George Wingfield, proprietor of Nevada 
Stock F'arm, was leaving a sanitarium in 
this city for his home in Reno a dispatch 
1 came that the Honeywood colt Norwood had 
I won a two-year-old race at Tijuana. The 
news cheered the noted breeder perceptibly 
and it is expected he w'ill move rapidly now 
on the road to health. He was BuHering 
from a severe case of influenza. 

Although Norwood was not bred by Mr. 
Wingfield the victory of the youngster gave 
him as much pleasure as though he had 
come from his own haras. Breeder A. Neal 
secured a service to Mr. Wingfield’s Poly- 
melus horse the same season that Purse Rose 
was sent to the court of Atheling II. Nor- 
ford Rose is the dam of Norwood. 

Josephine Newell, the product of the union i 
of Atheling 11. and Purse Rose, did not sur- | 
prise by running second to A1 Hotfoot in the 
I first of the two-year-old races at Tijuana. 
She had worked very well up in Nevada and 
Mr. Wingfield has made an offer for her, 
but failed to get the filly. The master of 
Nevada Stock Farm also tried to buy Purse 
Rose. Josephine Newell was reported to 
have worked an eighth in ten seconds and 
a fraction. 

Purse Rose was bred at Ormondale Stock 
Farm, where Ormonde stood on bein.g 
brought to this country by the late William 
O’Brien Macdonough. The brood mare is a 
daughter of Ormonde’s son Orsini and Rose 
! of China. Only three generations back from 
Rose of China is the famous Bee’s Wing. 

James McDonnell, who was superintendent 
of Ormondale Stock Farm, said today Purse 
Rose was a high-class performer on the race 
course. run:iing in the best of company. Her 
dam. Rose of China, was of the same year 
as the Ormonde mare Honiton, one of the 
! fleetest thoroughbreds ever bred in Califor- 
nia. Rose of China herself showed phe- 
nomen.al speed in trials, but never went to 
the post. 

Charles T. Boots said today the five two- 
year-olds of A. K. Macomber at the San 
Jose track were going along in good style. 
They are by Liberty Loan, War Fame and 
other stallions belonging to Mr. Macomber 
that have been standing at Mr. Boots’ Elm- 
wood stock farm, Milpitas.

Six Favorites Reward Followers

— Fairway Disappoints. 



Breeders and Horsemen to Sub- 
scribe to Fund for Memorial 
to Popular Starter. 



NEW ORLE.ANS, January 15. — Joseph 
A- Murphy, after an informal conference 
with his fellow officials and some of the 
horsemen, announced that he had been au- 
thorized to organize what will be known 
ns the A. B. Dade Memorial Association to 
erect a suitable headstone or monument over 
the starter’s grave at Henderson. 

It was decided to ask 100 horsemen and 
breeders to subscribe $10 for the purpose. 
In order to make the movement a popular 
demonstration no subscription of over $10 
will be accepted. Subscriptions will close 
February 1 and if the amount is oversub- 
scribed the excess money will be added to 
the fund. Blank.s were Immediately sent to 
the printer and will be distributed tomor- 
row. 

Judge Murphy, acting as chairman of the 
committee, immediately appointed A. J. 
Stalling, vice-president of the Citizens’ Bank 
and a personal friend of Mr. Dade’s, treas- 
urer and custodian of the fund.

I SAN DIEGO, Cal., January 15. — The most 
fastidious person could not find fault with 
I the caliber of racing which was provided 
at Tijuana Sunday. It was good and whole- 
some and, barring the initial race, form was 
well kept throughout the afternoon. There 
were eight races, and when It was all over 
it was recorded that six favorites had been 
I returned winners to grace the chalked circle 
I in front of the judicial stand. 

I It was one of those balmy days so charac- 
teristic of California’s glorious climate, such 
j as to inspire the poetically inclined. As to 
.the attendance, it was another monster gath- 
ering of the best people in this section of 
j the country. Colorful, indeed, was the crowd. 

I Summer attire was the order of the day 
and milady looked her prettiest dressed as 
if the month were July instead of January. 
1 The piece de resistance of the afternoon 
I was the' Capistrano Handicap, at one mile 
I and a sixteenth, for a purse of $1,200. It 
I brought together a good band of thorough- 
j breds, of which Fairway, from the A. C. 
iBostwick stable, was asked to shoulder top 
I weight of 116 pounds. With Adonis, winner 
of last Sunday’s feature, the two received 
'most of the support of the public. However, 

' Adonis ruled a slight favorite over the Mary- 
i land horse on the strength of his previous 
j victory. Those who placed their faith in 
j Adonis had a few anxious moments, for the 
I picture horse, so well named, raced within 
' striking distance of the leaders under stout 
j restraint until turning for home. Here his 
I rider, E. Fator, gave him his head and in 
j less time than it takes to tell Adonis bounded 
to the front and won with speed in reserve, 
j More than three lengths back raced Paisley, 

I which had set all the early pace, but he 
; had his troubles warding off the closing 
rhallengc of .\lledcn, which with but eighty- 
three pounds on his back made it interesting 
for Paisley to save second place. Fairway 
was a bitter disappointment. True, he 
swerved out as the barrier rose and then 
i went wide around the first turn, but he w.aa 
not the horse Sunday he was in E:vstern 
Canada last summer, when it took a real 
crackerjack to take his measure. His speed 
was lacking and be ran a particularly dull 
race. 

FAST TniE HUNG UP. 

The time of the race was extremely fast, 
1 :45% being hung up by the otlicial timers. 
This is within four-fiftlis of a second of tlie 
track record made by Sangallo some years 
ago when the track wa.s the fastest it has 
j ever been. I’erhaps, had F’ator elected to 
urge Adonis to the utmost he might have 
I come dangerously close to equaling the pres- 
i ent mark. As it was, Adonis was being cased 
I up as the goal appeared in sight. 

I Ben Creech saddled the first winner of 
; the day when his Fond Hope scampered home 
i in tlie opener. With jockey Martin in the 
] saddle she showed a clean pair of heels to 
j her opponents tliroughout and paid her ad- 
; mirers better than la to 1 In the mutuels. 

Robert L. Owen looked to be in a soft 
spot in the second event, at five-eightlis, and 
I such proved to be the case, for lie won with 
I but little difficulty from I.enieve and Duo 
de Guise. His victory was a popular one 
despite tlie fate that he ruled an odds-on 
choice. 

Another public choice was the winner of 
the third when A1 Wick, with the unfasli- 
ionable jo<-key Seromba up. managed to out- 
stay Little Gink and Obstinate after travel- 
ing a distance of a mile and an eighth. In 
this John Arbor, racing for the first time in 
j the colors of Erlander Bros., was well fancied 
I by the paddock contingent, but the inex- 
I perienced jockey Rose was unable to do tbo 
liorsc justice and he finished among Uio also 
rans. 

Favorites continued their winning ways 
when Montona cantered home l>y a wido 
margin in tlie third, witli Gen. Byng lii.s 
closest competitor. That old campaigner had 
to be ridden out to tlie last ounce to take 
I’attern’s measure for second money. Tlio 
latter ran a creditable race, .setting all the 
pace. Had he been successful those who held 
a "paddle” on him wouhl have realized over 
$107 for each dollar they invested. 

LAYERS HIT HARD. 

The victory of Prince Albert in the fifth 
race, a mile and a sixteentli claiming affair, 
caused most of the bookmakers’ bankrnlla 
to shrink appreciably. Prince Direct is ona 
I of the stamlard bearers of "hn'ky” Charley 
i Irwin and the public "fastemd ’ on to this 
'gamester with confidence tliat he wouhl bring 
I liome the bacon, as the saying goes. Ha 
1 did this in ea.sy fashion, coming from far

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Here and There 
on the Turf 

Rule to Abolish Selling Races 
in Maryland. 

Nothing but Claiming Races 
Provided. 

Maryland promised to beat New York to a 
change in the aeOing and claiming rule. The 
commission of that state has outlined a new 
rule that will be submitted to the associations 
for their indorsonent and, if it meets their 
sanction, it will be put into force with the 
opening of the spring racing season at Bowie. 

What is of interest is that the rule as framed 
eliminates altogether the auction clause, so 
there will be no selling races in Maryland. It 
also eliminates the adding of the purse to the 
claiming price. This makes the rule just about 
as simple as could be well imagined. 

Stripped of all its other provisions the rule 
is that th; claiming price of each horse in a 
cla imin g race shall be printed on the program 
and all claims shall be for the amount so 
designated. The claiming is also made c^n 
to all except the owner himself, or some one 
acting in hk interests. 

The other provisions of the new Maryland 
racing nJe further safeguard the race in much 
the manner it has been safeguarded before. 
Another clause is that all the claims be de- 
posited in the claiming box fifteen minutes 
before the running of the race. The lends 
an additional risk to the claimant, for he must 
take the horse irrespective of what dmuki 
happen to him during the running of the 
race. Many of those who have been doing 
buanesB in claiming races would only 
a horse that had shown something in the race 
to warrant a purchase. Under the new rule 
the claimant must use his judgment as to 
the value of the b<wse before the race. 

Under this new rule claims are not to be 
made public until after the running of the 
race and all horses that are claimed race for 
the previous owner, going to the claimant after 
the race. 

The rule is well devised in various other 
clauses. One prohibits the entering of a horse 
in a claiming race agunst which a lien of any 
kind is held, unless there be the written con- 
sent of the person bedding the bill of sale, 
lien, mortgage or other claim. It also pro- 
vides that not more than one horse from the 
same interest shall start. This even ^iplies 
to horses trained by the same trainer. This 
is going back to the old selling race rule which 
only permitted of one starter from a stable. 

While there is the usual pndiibition against 
friendly claims, thrre is abo a prohibition 
against the sale of a claimed horse for a period 
of sixty dajrs. This does not prohdiit the 
starting of the horse in another claiming race 
within (hat period of time, but is just another 
bar to friendly claims. 

When the Jefferson Park meeting was opened 
last Thanksgiving Gadsen D. Bryan was 
asked if there inould be a second meeting tu 
follow the meeting at the Fair Grounds. At 
that time he sa'd no such meeting had been 
decided upon, but it was possible there would 
be such a meeting. Now it is assured and the 
plans for the meeting give promise that it 



will have a greater importance than Uie earlier 
meeting. What makes the meeting' of par- 
ticular importance is the fact that there will 
be a revival of the Louisiana Derby, which ^ 
was last run in 1920 when it was won by 
Damask. This same Damask has since be- 
come a jumper and won the $10,000 Manly 
Memorial at Pimfico for the Greentree Stable 
last October. This Derby will be at a mile 
and an eighth and with $10,000 in added 
money it becomes a worth-while race for the 
best winter horses. The meeting will begin 
February 14 and, as the Fair Grounds meet- 
ing comes to an end Friiruary 13, it means 
there will be no lapse in the racing there. The 
Derby is to be run March 17, which will be the 
last day of the Jefferson Park meeting. 

Each year winter racing grows in impor- 
tance and now it would seem that Jefferson 
Park is setting out to take its place as the 
best of the winter racing points. In the 
meantime the continuation of the New 
Orleans racing season until March 17 will 
carry the horsemen much closer to the Mary- 
land opening Racing begins there April 1, 
and while Mobile has been planning its meet- 
ing, and other small tracks have made an- 
nouncements, it is better that the staUes find 
their emplojtment over the track of Jefferson 
Park. This will send many seasoned horses 
to Maryland for the opening there.

MELBOURNE LINE RECORD 

High Position of Hurry On in the 
English Sire List of 1922 Re- 
calls Some Interesting Data. 



It is sixty-five years since Hurry On’s tail 
male ancestor, Melbourne, headed the list of 
winning' sires, and none of his descendants, 
or any other scion of Matchem. had in the 
interim repeated the achievement. None 
has climbed anything like so near the top 
as Hurry On, who this year takes second 
place to lA?ml>erg. 

Between 1S73 and 1880 no descendant of 
Melbourne reached the first twenty in the 
winning list, and it was not until Barcaidine 
came along that any of his scions got into 
the first three. Young Melbourne, by reason 
of his Pantaloon cross, got some very soft 
stock, and Barcaidine was altogether over- 
shadowed by SL Simon even in his most 
palmy days. 

Tliere is little doubt that Barcaldine’s very 
inferior dam, Ballyroe, which -was by the 
roaring Bclladrum, accounted for the marked 
discrepancy between his racing and stud 
career. She was a w'retched race mare. In 
addition to Barcaidine she bred King George, 
j by Kingcraft, and Brave, by Uncas, both 
j bad selling platers, though after Mr. Abing- 
I ton Baird tired of Brave the horse won a 
I few steeplechases for Mr. Arthur Yates’ 
stable. 



Nor was Barcaidine a great sire of brood 
mares in comparison with Galopin. Isonomy, 
Hampton. Hermit, Bend Or, Ayrshire. Galli- 
nule and the immortal St. Simon. In the list 
of brood mare sires he never . rose higher 
than seventh and was very seldom in the 
first twenty. 

Marco and Marcovil were no more than 
good handicap horses, but Hurry On repre- 
sented a good weight-for-age standard, and 
bis son Captain Cattle, Sir Visto (inl895) 
and Signorinetta (in 1908) are the only tail 
male descendants of Melbourne which have 
won the Derby since Blink Bonny was suc- 
cessful sixty-five years ago. 

It is not without significance that Captain 
Cuttle’s dam is by (Tyllene. which headed the 
list of winning sires in 1909 and 1910, and is 
the sire of Polymelus, the leader in 1914, 1915 
1916. 1920 and 1621. C^’llene is also sire of 
Lemberg, which has beaten Hurry On by a 
small margin this year. — Mankato in English 
Sporting Chronicle.

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NECROLOGY OF THE HIRF 



Men Prominent in Breeding and 
Bacing Circles Answer Last 
Summons in 1922. 



In 1922 the life a/;connts of many men, long 
familiar figures in racing, were cicscd for 
good and all. Of those prominent as breed- 
ers of noted horses, lleno' T. Oxnard, Major 
'Thomas ,1. Carson, Richard Croker, Captain 
\V. II. May. George W, J. Bissell and E. D. 
Cassatt were the most widely known in their 
days of activity. Hugh McCarren, one of the 
wits of the turf, was a noted figure on the 
tracks of New York and Chicago. Of the 
dead jockeys John Bullman justly held high 
rank and twice figured in winners of the 
American Derby. Henry Shields was a cap- 
able rider in his youthful days and a suc- 
cessful trainer in France as well as his home 
land. None l>etter known passed than Harry 
F. Breivogel and Edward Jasper, highly com- 
petent track officials. The most tragic case 
was that of the promising and amiable I.ieon 
Wing, who was murdered while in discharge 
of his duties as judge of the racing at Reno 
by an insane jockey, who killed himself also. 
Men who wrote entertainingly of horses and 
their deeds and ways were Captain W. H. 
Williams and M. M. Leach, the latter best 
known for his writings about pedigrees and 
his theories about breeding. Leslie Slosson 
was a quiet, studious brother of the famous 
billiard player George Slosson. 

• Shining figures were lost abroad. Lord 
Marcus Beresford, intimate friend of the pres- 
ent King of England and his royal father, 
died late in the year, bequeathing his horses 
to King George. Charles Archer, brother of 
tlie famous jockey Fred Archer, was himself 
a capable rider and in late years a successful 
trainer. John Osborne, who died at the ad- 
vanced age of 89 years, was in his young 
manhood in the front rank of England's 
great riders. John Porter was about the most 
famous and successful trainer of all time. 
Joseph Oiler was the father of the pari- 
mutuel method of betting, now used in con- 
nection witli racing m many lands. William 
Saxby was one of the best and most popular 
of England’s jockeys of but a few years back.

M. Prieur’s Mordant, an eighteen-year-old 
■Ca.llion, by War Dance — Magdala, died in 
December at the haras de L’EJrmitage in 
France, where he was standing. 

Mordant was bred by Maurice Eprrussi 
at the Haras du Gazon.

Death of Starter A. B. Dade De- 
plored and His High Qualities 
Extolled. 



Under the caption “He YVas a Man” the 
Lexington Herald pays higli tribute to the 
late A. B. Dade. Speaking editorially the 
1 lerald says : 

“Kvery racing man. every sportsman, 
everyone who knew him, will be grieved at 
the news of the death of A. B. Dade, than 
whom no mere conscientious gentleman or 
braver man ever participated in a great 
sport. 

“Of superb physique, high ability, simple 
and courteous, but of intrepid courage and 
unwavering integrity, Mr. Dade so filled a 
most difficult position that he won the ad- 
miration and commanded the confidence of 
everyone. Even those whom he did not 
respect respected him ; even these whom he 
punished recognized always the justice of 
his sentence. 

“The old saying that “on the turf and 
under the turf all men .are equal” contains 
a modicum of truth, in that on the turf all 
men should be accorded the same treatment 
and be given equal opportunity. But it is 
true that on the turf, as in other sports and 
vocations, a man’s character, integrity and 
courage are measured, and he judged by 
that measurement. Mr. Dade measured to 
th e full stature of a man in all qualities of 
sterling manhood and fearless integrity. As 
an official he judged impartially and meted 
out punishment impersonally. 

“His death is a distinct loss to racing, 
and from the standpoint of his personal ad- 
miration and effection and the standpoint of 
recognition of his service to that sport. The 
Herald joins with those whess good fortune 
gave them the opportunity to know him in- 
timately in expressing its profound sorrow.”

PROPOSED MARYUND RULE 



State Racing Commission Submits 
Draft of New Claiming Clause. 

♦ 

Awaits Approval of the Four Racing Associ- 
ations Affected Before Putting Revised 
Regulations into Effect. 

• 

BAI.TIMORE. Md., January 15.— The Mary- 
land State Bacing Commission has submitted 
for the approval of the four racing a.ssocia-# 
tions operating one-mile tracks under its 
jurisdiction the draft of a new claiming rule. 
If the sanction of the associations is ob- 
tained for tlie change it is understood the 
new regulations will .be declared in effect 
with the opening of the spring racing here. 

SELLING AND CLAI.YIING RACES. 

Following is the text of the proposed new 
rule as adopted by the commission : 

155. In claiming races, except steeple- 
chases. all liorses running in the rai-e 
are subject to claim by any person, or 
his authorized agent, but for tlie account 
only of tlie person making the claim, pro- 
vid<*d, however, that no person shall 
claim his own horse, or cause his horse 
to be claimed, directly or indirectly, for 
liis own account ; nor shall any person 
claim more than one liorsc. 

The selling price of each horse in a 
claiming race shall be printed on the pro- 
horse, the disposition of the horse shall 
be for the amount so designated. Should 
more than one claim be filed for the same 
horse, the disposition of the horse shall 
be determined by lot under the direction 
and supervision of one or more of the 
stewards. 

All claims shall be in writing, sealed 
and deposited in a locked box provided 
for this purpose by the clerk of the 
course. Each claim shall be accompa- 
nied by the amount of the claim in cash, 
unless the claimant shall hav5 such 
amount to his credit with the association 
conducting the race. 

Ali claims must be deposited in the 
claiming box at least fifteen minutes be- 
fore the time fixed for the race to begin, 
and not later, and no official of said 
association shall open said box or give 
any information as to the filing of claims 
therein until after the race has been 
run. Immediately after the running of 
the race the claim box shall he opened 
and the claims, if any, examined in the 
presence and under the direction and 
supervision of one or more of the stew- 
ards. 

WHEN OWNERSHIP CHANGES. 

A horse claimed shall not be delivered 
by the original owner to the successful 
claimant until authorization be given by 
the clerk of the course, and every horse 
so claimed shall run in the interest and 
for the account of the owner who entered 
it in the race, but title to the claimed 
horse shall be vested in the successful 
claimant from the time said horse leaves 
the paddock for the starting post, and 
said successful claimant shall become the 
owner of the horse, whether it be alive 
or dead, sound or unsound, or injured 
during the race or after it. 

The stew'ards may, at any time, in 
their discretion, require any person mak- 
ing a claim for a horse in any claiming 
race to make affidavit in writing that he 
is claiming said horse for h’s own ac- 
count or as authorized agent, and not 
for any other person. Any person mak- 
ing such affidavit willfully and falsely 
shall be subject to punishment in the 
same manner as is hereinafter provided 
for the punishment of other persons vio- 
lating any of the terms of this rule. 

No horse claimed cut of a claiming 
race shall be sold or transferred to any 
one within sixty days of the day it was 
claimed, except in another claiming 
race, nor sliall such horse remain in the 
same stable, or under tlie care or man- . 
agemeiit of its former owner or trainer. 

No person shall refuse to deliver to 
the person legally entitled tliereto a horse 
claimed cut of a claiming race, and, fur- 
thermore, the horse in question shall be 
disqualified until delivery is made. 

No person shall offer or enter into an 
agreement to claim or not to claim, or 
attempt to prevent another person from 
claiming, any horse in a claiming race, 
nor shall any person attempt by intimi- 
dation to prevent anyone from running a 
horse in any race for which it is entered, 
nor shall any owners or trainers running 
horses in any claiming race make any 
agreement for the protection of each 
other’s horses. 

RULE ON MORTGAGES AND LIENS. 

No person or persons shall enter, or 
allow to be entered, in a claiming race, 
a horse against whicli any claim is held, 
either as a mortgage, bill of sale, or lien 
of any kind, unless when cr before enter- 
ing the horse the written consent of the 
holder of tlie claim shall be filed with 
the clerk of the course of the association 
conducting said race. 

No person or person shall claim own- 
ership in a horse after such horse has 
run in a claiming race in the name of 
anotlier person, who at the time of said 
race had peaceable and undisputed pos- 
session of .said horse. 

In claiming races not more than one 
horse in the same interest or under con- 
trol of the same trainer may start. If 
two or more horses should be entered, 
the first one recorded from the entry box 
shall be eligible to start. 

This rule shall apply to all races under 
the jurisdiction of the Marjland Rac- 
ing Commi.ssion, including steeplecliases 
which are run under claiming or selling 
conditions, provided, however, that in any 
such steeplechase no horse sliull be sub- 
ject to claim except by the owners of 
other horses running in .such race, or 
their authorized agents, but for the ac- 
count of the person making the claim. 

.Any pcr.son violating any of the provi- 
sions of th's rule shall be subject to dis- 
cipline by the stewards, who may, in 
their di.scrction, punish tlie person so of- 
fending by fine or suspension, or by ex- 
cluding sucli person from all places under 
their control for the remainder of the 
meeting, and said stewards shall in every 
ca.se report their action to the Maryland 
Racing Commission, wlilch may in its 
discretion e.xclude such person eitlier 
temporarily or permanently from all race 
meetings under its jurisdiction.
